1.0 None of the cited documents discloses (meth) acrylic 
esters of monoalkoxylated polyols of the general formula 
I of present claim 1. Consequently the subject matter of 
the present claims is novel over these documents (PCT

2.0 Document Dl is regarded as the closest prior art to 
the subject matter of the present claims.
